Guest of Rev. Queen Delivers 


an Address on "Workers 


With

The Rev. w. W. FtrrUr, B. D., editor 


of "The Pacific," the Congregational 
church paptr on the FaeUlo coast, spoke 
at the First Congregational church Sun 
day Diornlnf,' and cvenittf, being th* 
inwit of the pastor, the Rev. C. N 
Queen, over Sunday.

man. He had taat* and undeveloped tal- 
ent in the musical lint, and h* kinged to 
atend the institute.

some silvsr dollars, and if then wen- 
enough for Ms, purport, h* should have 
them. The money was found to be suf- 
ficient, and. the young man was able to 
carry out the desires of his heart. That 
young man was Philip Bliss; and in that 
institute was laid th* foundations of 
that musical training which enabled niui 
to do the grand wprk he did do In later 
rears as writer and singer of his 
cious blessed gospel songs. 


"By the giving of her treasure, that 


aged woman, whose life from childhood 
to old age had been confined to a narrow 
sphere in the world, becam* a mighty 
worker with God for the accomplishment 
of His plans over all the earth. 


"In and through the life of her cou- 
nted grandson, though both nave 


beea called beyond the gates, she lives 
and works upon the earth yet today 
with wondrous power. 


"People are wont-to say that mca iiku 


Whittle and Bliss, and Moodey and San. 
key, have been specially raised up and 
prepared by Ood for their work in life. 
Martin Luther, the Christian world be- 
lieves, was divinely ra3ed up in tke full- 
ness of time, to be the apostle of the 
Reformation, and we often hear it said 
that Washington uas divinely ordained 
a* the father of our country, and Lin- 
coln as it saviour; and in the life and 
work of.this mother in Israel, whoae 
treasured earnings laid the foundations 
for a most blessed work, I see also.the 
divine appointment.

Japan Fortifin Formosa. 


Apropos of he fortifying of the,Phil- 


ippines and the sending hence of such 
notably large quantities of ammunition 
mnd guns, the. remarks of an American 
arriving a •• few days ago from Japan 
arc of Interest.
